On  subsequent  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  in  detail  a  tabulated 
statement  of  the  items  and  cost  of  printing  and  binding  done  for  the 
various  State  departments,  institutions,  boards  and  commissions  during 
the  year  1909,  followed  by  a  summary  of  totals  by  departments. 

These  statements  exhibit  plainly  for  the  especial  use  of  departments 
their  own  expenditures  for  printing  and  binding  during  the  year,  and  a 
comparison  with  totals  of  printing  items  for  three  preceding  years.

REMARKS  ON  GENERAL  PRINTING. 

In  the  foregoing  tabulated  statement  it  will  be  observed  that  there 
is  a  marked  increase  in  the  general  printing  (for  departments,  etc.)  in 
1909,  over  previous  years.  The  1908  record  is  the  lowest  of  the  four 
complete  years.  Comparing  1906  and  1907,  the  first  two-year  period 
under  the  competitive  system,  there  is  an  increase  of  cost  the  second 
or  legislative  year  Over  the  first  year,  of  $3,868.58.  Taking  the  second 
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period  of  two  years,  1908  and  1909,  there  is  an  increase  of  cost  in  the 
legislative  year  over  the  preceding  year  of  $8,095.73.  Our  first  contract 
ruled  the  prices  of  1906-1907,  while  our  second  contract,  with  distinctly 
lower  rates,  governed  the  prices  of  1908-1909.  The  figures,  therefore, 
indicate  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  printing,  due  to  the 
demand  arising  from  increased  departmental  work  as  required  by  the 
enactments  of  the  legislature  of  1909. 

REMARKS  ON  LEGISLATIVE  PRINTING. 

The  legislative  printing  for  1909  cost  $11,248.88  more  than  that  of 
1907.  This  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  larger  number  of  bills  intro¬ 
duced  at  that  session,  and  the  larger  number  and  volume  of  laws  enacted, 
and  in  part  by  the  increase  in  prices  on  the  legislative  printing  in  1909 
over  those  of  1907.  Confirming  statements  in  former  reports  of  this 
department,  events  have  proven  that  conditions  under  which  this  class 
of  the  state  printing  is  necessarily  done  almost  preclude  competitive 
prices. 

The  legislative  printing  of  1909  was  opened  to  bids  under  three  dis¬ 
tinct  and  widely  advertised  competitions,  extending  from  October  25, 
1907,  to  Feb.  14,  1908.  In  the  first  of  these  Burleigh  &  Flynt  bid  on  the 
entire  class,  the  Sentinel  Publishing  Company  and  the  Maine  Farmer 
Publishing  Company  bidding  on  minor  portions.  These  bids  were  all 
rejected.  In  the  second  competition  the  Sentinel  Publishing  Company 
alone  made  proposals  on  the  entire  class,  Burleigh  &  Flynt  omitting  four 
of  the  most  difficult  divisions.  All  these  bids  were  rejected  and  a  third 
competition  duly  advertised.  This  resulted  in  but  one  proposal,  that  of 
Burleigh  &  Flynt.  Of  all  the  proposals  received  in  the  three  compe¬ 
titions,  covering  the  entire  class,  that  of  the  Sentinel  Publishing  Com¬ 
pany  was  the  highest  and  the  last  one  of  Burleigh  &  Flynt  was  the 
lowest,  and  was  accepted. 

The  1911  legislative  printing  now  under  contract  is  based  on  consider¬ 
ably  lower  prices  than  that  of  1909.  A  later  article  in  this  report  treats 
of  contracts  now  in  force. 

remarks  on  ballot  printing. 

The  preceding  table  shows  the  cost  of  printing  the  Australian  ballot 
and  accessories  for  1906  and  1908.  The  first  represents  the  cost  for 
September  election  with  one  state  ballot  only.  The  second  represents 
the  cost  of  the  September  and  November  elections,  with  the  increase 
caused  by  addition  in  September  of  an  amendment  ballot  as  well  as 
candidates’  ballot;  and  in  November  including  congressional  candidates’ 
ballots  for  two  districts  as  well  as  presidential  electors’  ballots  for  entire 
State.

RESULTS  OF  COMPETITIVE  SYSTEM. 

Herewith  is  presented  a  tabulated  statement  of  actual  cost  of  state 
printing  for  the  years  1908  and  1909,  the  amount  it  would  have  cost 
under  the  prices  and  system  of  1905  and  preceding  years,  and  the  saving 
resulting  from  the  competitive  system  and  direct  supervision  in  behalf 
of  the  State.  In  the  two  years’  work  the  many  thousands  of  items  have 
been  individually  figured  through  in  detail,  applying  the  1905  prices  and 
so  far  as  possible  the  accompanying  conditions.

The  above  figures  show  a  total  saving  to  the  State  in  two  years  of 
printing,  of  $27,641.50.  Deducting  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  office 
of  Auditor  of  State  Printing  for  1908  and  1909,  amounting  to  $5,812.03, 
and  we  have  net  saving  of  $21,829.47. 

The  report  of  this  department  for  1908  showed  in  a  similar  manner 
the  net  saving  for  the  years  1906  and  1907  to  be  $20,503.27.  Thus  we 
have  a  total  saving  of  $42,332.74  in  four  years  or  a  yearly  average  of 
$10,583.19. 


STATE  BINDING. 

The  state  binding  has  been  placed  under  the  competitive  system  during 
the  year  1909,  for  the  first  time.  The  classification,  contracts  and  gen¬ 
eral  supervision  has  been  conducted  through  this  department  on  the 
same  plan  as  the  state  printing.  The  prices  secured  through  competitive 
bids  have  been  of  material  advantage  to  the  State,  and  the  results  indi¬ 
cate  a  saving  in  cost  not  far  from  the  ratio  of  saving  in  the  state  print¬ 
ing.  In  this  matter  an  accurate  comparison  of  the  total  cost  of  various 
classes  of  bindery  work  with  former  prices  is  not  possible,  as  much 
detail  then  had  no  fixed  price  under  the  statutes.  So  far  as  possible 
we  have  shown  comparison  of  unit  prices  on  succeeding  pages  of  this 
report. 
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CONTRACTS  FOR  1910-1911. 

Present  contracts  for  printing  and  binding  entered  into  in  1909  ex¬ 
tend  from  Jan.  1,  1910,  to  June  30,  1911.  The  year  and  one-half  period 
was  adopted  to  bring  the  fiscal  year  to  close  at  a  comparatively  slack 
time  when  work  in  hand  could  most  promptly  be  cleared  up,  rather  than 
at  the  busiest  season.  The  plan  is  now  under  consideration  to  make  our 
next  report  cover  the  year  and  one-half  period  corresponding  with  the 
contracts. 

The  printing  contracts  are  now  held  by  the  following  firms :  Class  A, 
book  printing,  Burleigh  &  Flynt,  Augusta;  Class  B,  job  printing,  Wallace 
S.  Ladd,  Augusta ;  Class  C,  legislative  printing,  Burleigh  &  Flynt,  Au¬ 
gusta  ;  Class  D,  ballot  printing,  Burleigh  &  Flynt,  Augusta ;  Class  E, 
half-tone  inserts,  Lewiston  Journal  Company,  Lewiston. 

The  binding  contracts  are  held  by  the  following  firms :  Class  A,  book 
and  pamphlet  work,  Harry  W.  Reid,  Augusta ;  Class  B,  ruling  blanks, 
Merrill  &  Webber  Company,  Auburn;  Class  C,  legislative  work,  Harry 
W.  Reid,  Augusta;  Class  D,  blank  books,  Merrill  &  Webber  Company, 
Auburn ;  Class  E,  miscellaneous  binding  and  repair  work,  Harry  W. 
Reid,  Augusta. 

These  awards  were  made  after  the  sharpest  competition  among  bidders 
known  in  the  history  of  these  competitive  contracts,  and  after  one  com¬ 
plete  set  of  proposals  covering  the  entire  field  of  state  printing  and  bind¬ 
ing  had  been  rejected  as  too  high  and  proposals  re-advertised.  In  the 
second  competition  there  were  more  bidders  than  in  the  first,  and  the 
prices  were  reduced  on  the  bulky  and  costly  divisions  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  saving  to  the  State  in  consequence  of  the  later  competition,  con¬ 
servatively  estimated,  must  reach  the  round  numbers  of  from  $7,000.00 
to  $8,000.00  a  year. 

Especially  gratifying  from  the  standpoint  of  the  State  is  the  fact  that 
legislative  printing  seems  at  least  to  have  entered  the  competitive  class, 
and  the  latest  competition  brought  the  prices  considerably  below  those 
of  1909. 


CONSTRUCTIVE  PRINTING. 

By  the  comparison  on  a  preceding  page  we  show  that  in  the  ballot 
printing  of  1908,  there  was  a  saving  of  $6,250.82,  equal  to  over  79  per 
cent  when  compared  with  1905  statute  prices.  In  arriving  at  this  result 
we  have  not  applied  the  principle  of  “constructive  printing”  in  detail, 
but  rather  applied  the  higher  prices  of  1905  on  composition  and  press 
work  to  the  bill  as  our  experience  with  the  matter  indicates  the  printer 
would  have  rendered. 

“Constructive  printing,”  as  contemplated  by  the  statutes,  according  to 
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the  findings  of  the  legislative  committee  on  state  printing  in  1905,  (see 
Senate  Document  245),  would  have  permitted  a  charge  of  $57,669.72  for 
this  work,  which  cost  under  competitive  contracts  $7,863.37. 

While  we  use  this  instance  to  illustrate  one  of  the  possible  vagaries 
of  the  former  system  of  statute  governed  prices,  it  may  further  serve  to 
show  that  the  former  state  printers,  by  introducing  the  human  element, 
were  able  to  find  a  middle  ground  of  action  that  savored  of  equity  more 
than  did  the  law.

LAWS  RELATING  TO  STATE  PRINTING  AND  BINDING. 


Reports,  etc.  Number  to  be  printed. — Revised  Statutes,, 
chap.  3,  sections  24  and  25,  as  amended  by  chap.  138,  Public 
Raws  of  1905. 

Section  1.  That  sections  twenty-four  and  twenty-five  of  chapter  three 
of  the  revised  statutes  be  and  are  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

‘Section  24.  The  number  of  copies  of  the  following  named  reports  to 
be  printed  hereafter  at  the  expense  of  the  state  shall  be  determined  by 
the  governor  and  council  but  shall  not  exceed  the  following  numbers : 
The  report  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  six  thousand  copies 
annually;  the  report  of  the  bank  examiner,  two  thousand  copies;  the 
report  of  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  and  industrial  statis¬ 
tics,  four  thousand  copies;  the  report  of  the  officers  and  trustees  of  the 
State  School  for  Boys,  fifteen  hundred  copies  annually;  the  report  of  the 
Industrial  School  for  Girls,  fifteen  hundred  copies  annually;  the  report  of 
the  officers  and  trustees  of  the  state  prison,  fifteen  hundred  copies  an¬ 
nually;  the  report  of  the  commissioners  on  the  contagious  diseases  of 
animals,  two  thousand  five  hundred  copies  annually ;  the  report  of  the 
University  of  Maine,  fifteen  hundred  copies  annually;  the  report  of  the 
Maine  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  one  thousand  copies  annually; 
the  report  of  the  registrar  of  vital  statistics,  two  thousand  copies  annu¬ 
ally  ;  the  report  of  the  insurance  commissioner,  two  thousand  five  hun¬ 
dred  copies  annually;  the  report  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  two 
thousand  copies  annually ;  the  report  of  the  state  superintendent  of  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  four  thousand  copies  on  each  legislative  year,  and  three 
thousand  five  hundred  copies  on  the  alternate  year ;  the  report  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  state,  three  thousand  copies  on  each  legislative  year, 
and  twenty-five  hundred  copies  on  the  alternate  year ;  the  report  of  the 
trustees  and  officers  of  the  insane  hospitals,  two  thousand  copies  on 
each  legislative  year,  and  fifteen  hundred  copies  on  the  alternate  year ; 
the  report  of  the  board  of  state  assessors,  four  thousand  copies  on  each 
legislative  year,  and  three  thousand  copies  on  the  alternate  year;  the 
report  of  the  attorney-general,  one  thousand  copies  biennially;  the 
report  of  the  land  agent  and  forest  commissioner,  three  thousand  copies 
biennially;  the  report  of  the  state  board  of  health,  forty-five .  hundred 
copies  biennially;  the  report  of  the  adjutant  general,  twelve  hundred 
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copies  annually ;  the  report  of  the  librarian  of  the  Maine  state  library, 
one  thousand  copies  biennially ;  the  report  of  the  Bath  Military  and 
Naval  Orphan  Asylum,  one  thousand  copies  biennially.  Of  the  above 
named  reports  seventy-five  copies  may  be  retained  by  the  binder  for 
public  documents,  and  at  least  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  copies  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  state  librarian,  by  the  binder,  for  exchange,  library 
use  and  general  distribution,  and  the  balance  of  the  number  of  each 
report  shall  be  delivered  to  the  head  of  the  department  or  institution 
where  it  originated  and  was  prepared  for  publication.’ 

‘Section  25.  The  reports,  catalogues  and  compilations  of  all  state 
departments,  bureaus,  commissions  and  institutions,  other  than  as 
enumerated  in  the  preceding  section,  may  be  printed  and  bound,  but  the 
number  and  the  styles  in  which  the  same  shall  be  so  printed  and  bound, 
at  the  expense  of  the  state,  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by 
the  governor  and  council,  who  shall  also  fix  the  number  of  the  same 
which  shall  be  delivered  from  the  bindery  or  printing  office  to  the 
librarian  of  the  state  library.’ 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Report  of  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  and  Game. — 
Revised  Statutes,  chap.  32,  section  35. 

*  *  *  *  ‘They  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem¬ 

ber  of  each  year,  report  to  the  governor  who  shall  cause  three  thousand 
copies  of  said  report  to  be  printed.’ 

Amended  by  chap.  90,  section  7,  Public  Laws  of  1909. 

*  *  *  *  ‘The  annual  report  of  the  commissioners  of  inland  fish¬ 

eries  and  game  shall  be  printed  once  in  two  years.’ 

Report  of  Commissioner  of  Sea  and  Shore  Fisheries. — 
Revised  Statutes,  chap.  41,  section  1. 

*  *  *  *  ‘He  shall  make  a  detailed  biennial  report  in  the  month  of 

December,  showing  the  amount  of  capital  invested  in,  number  of  men 
employed  in,  value  of  products  of,  and  any  other  information  that  he 
may  be  able  to  obtain  relating  to  the  sea  and  shore  fisheries.’ 

Bulletins  and  Circular  Letters.  Subject  to  Approval  of 
Governor  and  Council. — Revised  Statutes,  chap.  3,  section  26, 
as  amended  by  chap.  52,  Public  Laws  of  1905. 

‘Sec.  26.  Each  department,  bureau  and  institution  may  have  printed 
at  the  expense  of  the  state,  bulletins  and  circular  letters  of  inquiry  and 
information,  at  such  times  and  in  such  numbers  as  the  officer  in  charge 
thereof  may  consider  necessary,  such  order  for  printing  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council. 
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Except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  no  reports,  catalogues  or  compila¬ 
tions  shall  be  printed,  stitched  or  bound  by  any  department,  bureau, 
commission  or  institution  of  the  state,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  unless 
by  virtue  of  special  legislative  provision  therefor.’ 

Competitive  bids,  etc. — Public  Laws  of  1905,  chap.  155. 

‘Section  1.  The  governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  con¬ 
tract,  in  behalf  of  the  state,  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids,  for  the 
printing  of  the  reports,  catalogues,  compilations,  bulletins  and  circulars, 
authorized  to  be  printed  under  sections  twenty-four,  twenty-five  and 
twenty-six,  of  chapter  three,  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  for  all  other 
miscellaneous  printing,  now  or  hereafter  authorized  by  law,  for  each 
department  of  the  state  government,  including  the  legislative  printing, 
but  excepting  the  printing  of  reports  of  decisioais.  They  may,  in  their 
discretion,  call  for  bids,  and  contract  separately,  for  distinct  portions 
of  the  state  printing,  but  may  reject  any  and  all  bids  which  they  do  not 
deem  it  in  the  interest  of  the  state  to  accept,  and  may  take  such  security 
as  they  deem  necessary,  if  any,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any 
contract  hereunder.  No  such  contract  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than 
two  years. 

Section  2.  Sections  twenty-seven,  twenty-eight,  twenty-nine  and  thirty 
of  chapter  three  of  the  revised  statutes,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  January  first,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six.’ 

[Approved  March  24,  1905.] 

State  Printing  further  defined,  etc. — Public  Laws  of  1907, 
chap.  32. 

‘Section  1.  The  terms  ‘state  printing’  and  ‘rtiiscellaneous  printing,' 
as  used  in  chapter  one  hundred  fifty-five  of  the  public  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  five  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  all  the  printing  and  printed 
supplies  for  which  the  state  shall  be  holden  to  pay. 

Section  2.  The  governor  and  council  may,  at  their  discretion,  con¬ 
tract  from  time  to  time,  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids,  for  the  making 
or  delivery  of  the  paper  stock,  engravings,  electrotypes,  dies,  lithograph 
or  other  plates  required  in  the  execution  of  the  state  printing.  No 
such  contract  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than  two  years.’ 

[Approved  March  6,  1907.] 

Auditor  of  State  Printing. — Revised  Statutes,  chap.  3,  sec¬ 
tion  31. 

‘Sec.  31.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  an  auditor  of  the  state  printing,  to  serve  during 
their  pleasure ;  he  shall  be  an  experienced  practical  printer.  All  bills 
for  state  printing  shall  be  audited  by  him,  for  which  he  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  governor  and  council  may  deem  just.’ 
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State  Binding,  competitive  bids,  etc. — Public  Laws  of  1907, 

chap.  176. 

Section  1.  The  governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  con¬ 
tract,  in  behalf  of  the  state,  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids,  for  all  the 
folding,  stitching,  ruling  and  binding  for  every  department  of  the  state 
government,  for  which  the  state  is  held  to  pay  , except  the  revised  statutes 
and  reports  of  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  judicial  court.  They  may, 
in  their  discretion,  call  for  bids,  and  contract  separately,  for  distinct  por¬ 
tions  of  the  state  binding,  but  may  reject  any  and  all  bids  which  they 
do  not  deem  it  in  the  interest  of  the  state  to  accept,  and  may  take  such 
security  as  they  deem  necessary,  if  any,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
any  contract  hereunder.  No  such  contract  shall  be  for  a  longer  time 
than  two  years. 

Section  2.  All  bills  for  state  binding  shall  be  audited  for  approval  by 
the  auditor  of  the  state  printing. 

Section  3.  Sections  thirty-two,  thirty-three  and  thirty-four  of  chap¬ 
ter  three  of  the  revised  statutes,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  January  first,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine.
